Tickets  Tuesday. 

That’s  the  word  from  the  Provo  City 
Commission,  wdio  have  demanded  enforce- 
ment of  an  ordinance  prohibiting  parking 
on  Provo  streets  between  2 a.m.  and  5 a.m. 

The  announcement  was  released  ex- 
clusively to  the  Provo  Daily  Herald  Friday 
morning.  Then  Commissioner  Ray  Murdock 
and  Mayor  Verl  Dixon  were  conveniently 
out  of  town  “deer  hunting.” 

And  while  Murdock  and  Dixon  w'ere  gun- 
ning down  bucks,  Commissioner  Luke  Clegg 
passed  another  buck. 

“It  was  Murdock's  decision,”  he  claimed 
“The  Mayor  and  I left  it  up  to  him.” 

And  before  the  dust  settled  from  Mur- 
dock’s announcement  of  cost  tickets  Tues- 
dey,  words  began  to  fly. 

“Mr.  Murdock  has  found  a convenient 
scapegoat  in  the  foi-m  of  BYU  students  to 
cover  for  the  lack  of  earlier  zoning  enforce- 
ment,” charged  ASBYU  President  Paul  Gil- 
bert in  a formal  statement  Saturday  after- 
noon. 

“All  the  Commissioners  would  have  to 
do  would  be  to  wait  a year  and  they  would 
find  that  we  would  not  rent  from  housing 
areas  where  parking  is  not  provided,”  offer- 
ed Gilbert  as  a solution. 

“However,”  he  continued,  “Mr.  Murdock

Over  the  objections  of  66  per-cent  of 
Provo’s  residents,  the  united  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  thousands  of  students,  Com- 
missioner Raj''  Murdock  has  decided  to  put 
legal  teeth  into  his  vendetta  against  over- 
night parking  on  city  streets. 

In  a statement  given  to  the  Provo  Herald 
Friday,  (in  the  wake  of  a hasty  departure 
which  made  him  unavailable  for  comment) 
Murdock  displayed  his  ignorance  by  stating 
that  the  move  to  enforce  the  parking  or- 
dinance resulted  from  property  owners  who 
“made  no  attempt  to  comply  with  the  law.” 
Rather  than  invoke  the  zoning  law  which  is 
being  violated,  he  has  chosen  to  enforce  the 
parking  ordinance  that  can’t  be  effective  un- 
til the  zoning  laws  are  enforced. 

Like  a work  horse  wearing  blinkers,  he 
continues  to  blunder  blindly  down  his  chosen 
coui'se  in  spite  of  countless  alternatives  be- 
ing presented  on  either  side  of  him. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  students 
will  bear  the  brunt  of  ordinance  violations 
stemming  from  the  parking  ordiance,  yet 
Murdock  didn’t  even  have  the  integrity  to 
notify  the  Daily  Univer.se  of  his  decision,  to 
say  nothing  of  sticking  around  to  accept  res- 
ponsibility for  it. 

If  Murdock  is  intent  on  turning  Provo 
into  an  “Asphalt  Jungle”  he  should  start

by  rescinding  the  zoning  law  that  prohibits 
paving  fix)nt  yards  for  use  as  parking  com- 
plexes. Then  with  all  it’s  black  and  white 
striped  front  yards,  Provo  would  indeed  be 
beautified. 

One  thing  is  certain,  the  decision  to  en- 
force the  ordinance  will  not  be  accepted 
lightly  by  students  of  BYU.  For  several 
weeks  we  have  researched  the  problem  and 
have  enlisted  the  support  of  the  most  in- 
fluencial  groups  in  the  area  in  an  attempt  to 
find  an  acceptable  solution 'to  the  problem. 

Now  we  are  left  with  onlj’’  three  alter- 
natives. We  can  begin  demonstrating  in 
downtown  Provo  (from  the  amount  of  con- 
sideration we’ve  been  receiving  in  the  mat- 
ter this  probably  wouldn’t  help).  We  can 
organize  a business  boycott  on  the  city  (the 
loss  of  8-10  million  dollars  might  attract 
attention) . Or  we  can  lead  the  way  in  hav- 
ing Murdock  impeached. 

While  students  only  represent  about 
3,000  votes  in  local  elections  they  can  wield 
considerable  force  if  well  directed. 

Whatever  the  final  outcome  one  thing 
is  certain  — if  students  will  appeal  every 
ticket . . .the  cost  of  enforcing  the  ordinance 
will  be  far  greater  in  court  costs  and  loss  of 
student  goodwill  than  even  Provo  should  be 
willing  to  pay.  s.g.

indicates  that  he  can’t  back  down.”  This 
leads  us  to  wonder  if  Commissioner  Mur- 
dock is  more  interested  in  saving  face  than 
solving  the  problem.” 

Gilbert  said  he  was  certain  the  commis- 
sioners would  accept  a recommendation 
from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  delay- 
enforcement  of  the  parking  ordinance  until 
the  zoning  law  was  first  enfor'ced. 

“I  don’t  see  how  the  commission  could 
turn  it  down.  The  Chamber  members  had 
voted  unanimously  for  the  recommenda- 
tion,” said  Gilbert. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  upset, 
too. 

“They  knifed  us!”  exclaimed  William 
Wutherspoon,  Chamber  chairman.  The  com- 
missioners didn’t  even  consider  our  report. 
Murdock  had  made  up  his  mind  before  ever 
receiving  the  recommendation.” 

Wutherspoon  said  they  submitted  the 
Chamber  report  to  Murdock  at  10:30  a.m., 
Friday.  According  to  the  Provo  Daily  Her- 
ald, they  -were  setting  type  announcing  the

The  Chamber  report  claimed,  “Violators 
of  the  zoning  ordinance  are  causing  viola- 
tions of  the  Traffic  Code.” 

Attached  to  the  four  page  report  sug- 
gesting postponement  of  cost  tickets,  was 
a student  body  suiwey  showing  461  cars 
without  parking  spaces. 

A recent  College  Republicans  and  Daily 
Universe  poll  revealed  93  per  cent  of  the 
students  polled  felt  the  “Provo  parking  sit- 
uation was  unfair.” 

“We  are  not  enforcing  this  ordinance 
to  cause  problems  for  students,”  contented 
Murdock. 

“We  are  convinced  it  is  the  time  to  act. 
We  have  given  property  owners  nearly  three 
months  in  which  to  make  arrangements  for 
off-street  parking. 

Gilbert  and  Castleton  have  promised  to 
seek  legal  counsel  to  protect  students  in 
court.
